DANGER TO THE NATIONS 
RULED BY SMALL GROUPS 


Peace Cannot Come So 
Long as Destinies of Men 
Are Determined by a Few 
Men Who Make Selfish 
Choices of Their Own. 


New York, December 2.—President 
Wilson, speaking tonight at the ban- 
gquet which was the culmination of the 
celebration in honor of the permanent 
illumination of the Statue of Liberty in 
New York harbor, declared that he 
had thought for the last two years 
that “peace is going to come to the 
world only with liberty.” 

“The peace of the world,” Mr. Wil- 
son added, “is not going to be secured 
by the compacts of nations, but by the 
sympathies of men.” 

The’ president declared that the 
United States has a community of ideas 
with France, because “one republic 
must love another.” 

The president spoke of the signifi- 
cance of the Statue of Liberty to the 
immigrants. He said he wondered 
whether the spirit typified by the spirit 
of the statue is truly represented here. 

The president said he noticed that the 
source of light for the statue “comes 
from the outside.” 

“The only light,” he said, “that we 


can contribute to the illumination of;

liberty in our lives. With all due re- 
@pect for those who represent other 
gations not governed as ours, I do not 
think that nations ruled by small 
groups of men can be successful.” 

“The world,” declared the president, 
“is enlightened by ideas and ideals, and 
the sacrifices of men enable the world 
to go forward.” 

President Wilson’s Address, 

The president said, in part:, 

'“T would entirely be lacking fn Teél- 
ing if I did not express some of the 
things that have eo6me into my thought 
as I have taken part in these cere- 
monies. ‘ 

“T was reflecting, as we saw the 
light stream upon that beautiful statue, 
that its source was outside the statue, 
that it did not proceed from liberty, 
but proceeded from the light we were 
throwing upon liberty, and it occurred 
to me that, after all, it was a proper 
symbol of our life, because we. could 
take to ourselves the dignity of liberty 
only as we illustrate the fact and the 
true spirit of liberty, and the only light 
that we can contribute to the illumi- 
nation of the world is the light that 
will shine out of our life as a nation 
upon that conception and upon that 
image. 

“There is a great responsibility in 
having adopted liberty as our ideal 
because we must illustrate it in what 
we do. I was struck by the closing 
phrase of Mr. Pulitzer’s admirable lit- 
tle speech. He saig that there would 
come a day when it was perceived that 
the Goddess of Liberty was also the 


Goddess of Peace, and throughout the | 


last two years there has come more 
and more into my heart the conviction 
that peace is going to come to” the 
world only with liberty. 

“With all due and sincere respect 
for those who represent other forms 
of governments other than ours, per- 
haps I may be permitted to say that 
peace cannot come'so long as the des- 
tinies of men are determined by small 
groups who make selfish choices of 
their own. 

‘America and France. 

“It is very true as more than one 
of the speakers this evening have 
either said or intimated, that our long- 
standing and delightful friendship with 
the people of France has come from a 
community of ideals and identity of 
purpose. One republic must love an- 


other republic just as ome body of 
human beings must understand and 
sympathize with another body of hu- 
man beings. There is a common pulse 
in us all; there is a common stock of 
resolution. 

“All the world over the life of the 
infdividual means the same thing to 
him. It means opportunity not only, 
but it also means his relationship to 
others, and he comes to his full dignity

Hughes became more and more strenu- 
ous the fact became more and more ap- 
parent that weorgia, along with the 
rest of the states, must respond more 
liberally than had been their wont in 
previous “presidential years’ or the day 
probably would be lost.

WILSON'S SIGNAL 
ATHES IN LIGHT 
UBERTY STATUE 


Wireless Boom President 


Inaugurates New Illumi- 
nating System* for Bar- 
tholdi’s Famous Symbol of 
American Freedom. 


New York, December 2.—At a signal 


flashed by .wireless by President Wil- 
son from the yacht Mayflower in the 


harbor here, the Statue of Liberty: was 


bathed in light at 6 o’clock tonight. 
Bartholdi’s famous symbol of American 
freedom, which for thirty years has 


been a token of welcome to the United 


States to millions of immigrants from 
illuminated every 
night hereafter from top to bottom. 
Funds to install the permanent lighting 
system for the statue, the gift to the 
United States of 400,000 citizens of 
France, were provided by public sub- 
scription in this country. 

“I light this statue,” said the presi- 
dent, “with the thought that it may 
always stand as a symbol of our pur- 
pose to throw upon liberty, out of our 
own life as .a nation, a light which 
shall reveal its dignity, its serene pow- 
er, its benignant hope and spirit of 
guidance.” 

Grouped around the president upon 
the Mayflower’s deck as he flashed the 
signal were Mrs. Wilson, Jules J. Jus-

The great guns of a division of the 
Atlantic fleet anchored in the harbor as 
a guard of honor, boomed a salute as 
the statue flashed into view, outlined 
in white light. The whistles of count- 
less harbor craft shrieked in unison 
and flares of red light blazed up along 
the New York and New Jersey shores. 

Flash of Flame. 

There was a flash of flame high 
above the statue and Ruth Law, in her 
airplane added a spectacular touch to 
the ceremonies of illumination. Spout- 
ing sparks and fire from the tail of her 
machine she circled the lower end of 
Manhattan island. A roar of cheers 
from the thousands gathered in Bat- 
tery park greeted her as the letters 
‘*L-I-B-E-R-T-Y” outlined in electric 
lights were revealed in the bottom of 
her airplane. 

The course of the Mayflower was 
marked by the rays of the most power- 
ful searchlight in the world as the 
yacht’s anchor was hoisted and the 
president’s party headed for the battery 
to disembark for the motor car parade 
which preceded a dinner in honor of 
Mrs. Wilson and Ambassador Jusser- 
and.

TWO DRY MEASURES 
IN NEXT CONGRESS 


The Georgia Representative 

Will Introduce Measures 
to Strengthen Prohibition 
in Dry States by Closing 
States to Shipments. 


WOULD CLOSE MAIL 
TO LIQUOR DEALERS 


Wants to Stop Flood of 
Whisky Circulars Into Dry 
States—Congressman Left 
Yesterday. for Washington 
to Attend Congress. 


Congressman William Schley Howard 
left Saturday at noon for Washington, 
so as to be at his post on the convening 
of congress tomorrow. 

When asked by a Constitution re- 
porter what he thought of the legisla- 
tive program outside of the general ap- 
propriation bills Mr. Howard said: 

“Of course we have exactly three 
months before the expiration of the 
sixty-fourth congress. That gives us 
little time for anything but the general 
appropriation bills, but I have two bills 
that I shall introduce on Monday the 
moment the speaker's gavel falls in 
calling the house to order, which I 
shall urge with all the power I possess. 

“One of these bills simply closes the 
doors of interstate commerce to any 
shipment of any sort of intoxicating 
liquors, beers, ales or wines from one 
state to another, no matter whether the 
shipment be intended to go from one 
wet state to anocher. That is to say, 
if the people of Georgia declare for 
prohibition no one in the state can sell 
it, or make it, and no one outside the 
state that makes it can ship it into the 
state under any conditions whatsover. 

“If New York wants liquor, all right. 
Let all who want to manufacture liquor 
in New York do so. Let all who want 
to make swill-varrels out of their 
stomachs and noodleg out of their heads 
go to New York. What objection can 
possibly be urged against the democ- 
racy of such a measure? Is_ this not 
the preservation of the rights of states 
to control their own affairs? How 
can Georgia enforce prohibition laws 
with the federal government in 
“cahoots” with the liquor people? 

“Of course prohibition—real prohi- 
bition—is a farce under present con- 
ditions. If you do not think so, go 
down to the express office and you find 
one booth for white folks and five 
booths for negroes. Of course we all un- 
derstand that if every man who really 
consumed the liquor had to actually go 
after it, another “v-hite’ bootH would 
be comfortably filled, but that is imma- 
terial; the liquor is coming in and the 
stream is increasing daily in its flow, 
and eighty-five per cent of the sober- 
minded, law-abiding citizens are stand- 
ing by seeing this farce exhibited and 
are helpless to prevent it. So much 
for interstate shipments. 

Government Whisky Salesmen. 

“In another way the government acts 
as an agent or salesman for the liquor 
dealer. Every dry sXate in the Union is 
flooded with circulars and order blanks 
containing self-addressed envelopes of 
liquor houses soliciting orders for 
liquor, yet under the state law if a 
liquor dealer should come in person and 
solicit orders for liquor and receive the 
money for such orders he would be 
guilty of a misdemeanor. What would 
amount to a violation of law by the 
dealer himself is «vaded by the federal 
government’s aid. I propose in the 
other bill I shall introduce Monday to 
close the mails to liquor dealers who 


seek customers in dry states. 


“Or course I know the first question 
I will be asked by the liquor folks is 
if the present Georgia law does not 
liquor shipments in certain 
to citizens of the state. I 
admit that it does, and 
that this provision is being used to- 
day as the subterfuge to practically 
nullify the law. But the white people 
of Georgia are tired of being trifled 
with about this liquor question. Men 
with stiffer back bones and more moral 
courage are filling the places of our 
weak-kneed bretheren ana twaddling 
politicians, and we of the so-called dry 
states who really want prohibition see 
that our case is hopeless unless the 
federal government goes out of part- 
nership with the liquor dealers. 

“Why there is nota week that passes 
that my negro man does not get from 
six to a dozen circulars Soliciting his 
order for pop-sKull liquor, under the 
seductive brands of ‘Night-cap’ and 
‘Sweet Dreams’ corn. 

‘T.et me call your attention to what 
prohibition really means t» Georgia 
from an economic standpoint alone:

KING CONSTANTINE YIELDS 
TO THE DEMANDS OF ALLIES 


For Several Hours There 
Was Fighting in Greek 
Capital Between Royalist 
Troops and the Allied 
Forces. 


ALLIED FLEET SHELLED 


Casualties Estimated, as 
High as 200—King Con- 
stantine Finally Consented 
to Surrender Guns and 
Allied Troops Were With- 
drawn. 


New York, December 2.—(By Asso-

GREEK COUNCIL 
MAKES STATEMENT. 


Athens, December 2.—(Via London 
December 3.)—-The crown council sat 
until 2:30 o’clock this morning. Later 
the French, British, Russian and Italian 
ministers made the following an- 
nouncement: 

“On the proposal of the ministers of 
the four powers, at the instance of the 
admiral (Du Fournet), the Greek gov- 
ernment was informed that the entente 
will accept six batteries of mountain 
artillery, instead of ten, whose surren- 
der was demanded by December 1, 
waiving on their delivery all questions 
of the surrender of other armament. 

“The Greek government accepted and 
agreed to pregeed with the immediate 
delivery of the\six batteries.” 


DAY OF TERROR 


'|IN ATHENS. 


London, December 2.—After a day of 
terror in Athens, in which Venizelists 
fought royalists, and Greek troops fired 
upon entente forces which had been 
landed, according to Vice-Admira]l Du 
Fournet, to maintain order, a truce was 
arranged. 

King Constantine finally agree@ to 
Surrender the mountain guns demand- 
and the latter are 
withdrawing their troops, with the ex- 
ception of a small guard. 

Disturbances began as goon as the 
allied troops were §° landed. Greek 
troops fired on the entente force which 
occupied the Zappeion, while reservists 
and Venizelists exchanged shots on the 
streets. A pitched battle between the 
opposing Greek forces occurred in Sta- 
dium street. 

The Dutch and Spanish ministers 
finally intervened and induced the king 
to surrender the guns on condition that 
the entente withdraw the troops, ex- 
cept 300 left in the Zappeion. 

According to information from a 
source close to the Greek government, 


| Admiral du Fournet telephoned to Pre- 


mier Lambros suggesting an armistice, 
which was effected after a conference 
of the premier with the king. 

While the conference was in prog- 
¥ess, and even after the French minis- 
ter had been summoned to take part 
in it, guns continued to boom.

The casualties in the fighting in the 
Greek capital are said to number 200, 
according to a dispatch from Athens 
to the Central News Agency. 


KING AGREES 
TO YIELD GUNS. 


Athens, December 2.—(via London).— 
The King of Greece has agreed to give 
up the artillery demanded by Admiral 
du Fournet. The allied troops are 
withdrawing from Piraeus.

Before word could 
reach all the Greek detachments posted 
on the hills fighting broke out again. 
A French effort to storm the wireless 
station on Observatory hill, southeast 
of the city, was repulsed at the point 
of the bayonet. An armistice finally 
was effected. 

The premier came to the palace at 
3:30 p. m. to seek final instructions 
from the king before conferring with 
Vice Admiral du Fournet. While the 
premier was in the palace fighting be- 
gan again. The French force in the 
Zappeion, consisting of 2,000 marines 
under personal charge of the vice ad- 
miral, fired on two passing Greek offi- 
cers. The Greeks called their artil- 
lery into use. The king, who was 
watching the fight from the garden, im- 
mediately ordered that the firing cease. 
Two. Greek colonels, Dimitricopoulos 
and Deleyanni, were killed. 

Fleet Began to Fire. 

At 56 o’clock the fleet began firing 
on the hills just back of the palace. 

The crown prince and other princes 
were with their regiments. 

Barricading themselves in the offices 
of the Venizelos newspaper, Hestia, a 
detachment of Venizelos troops kept up 
a fusillade of shots this evening against 
the government forces. Two marines 
were killed from the windows of the 
palace, and a servant in the palace was 
shot by the police. 

After an exchange of shots between 
soldiers in the annex of the British 
legation and a force of Greeks in the 
square in front of the legation build- 
ing, King Constantine sent a regiment 
of sailors to guard theeBritish minis- 
ter’s house. One of the British police 
agents in the legation annex was ar- 
rested by a Greek. 

Thirty Franco-Italian prisoners were 


brought into Athens this afternoon from 


Rouen, where fighting temporarily had 
ceased. The number of killed and 


wounded so far is unknown, but the 
casualties on both sides, it is believed, 
will be proportionately heavy, owing to 
the open nature of the fighting, the 
Franco-Italians firing from the houses 
and the Greeks shooting from their bar- 
racks. 

In several parts of the city Greeks 
were fired upon from houses. All the 
shutters on the buildings were ordered 
closed. , 

Chief of Police Zvmbrakakis, a Veni- 
zelos adherent, has been removed and 
the police force has been cleared of 
all sympathizers with the Venizelos 
movement. 

At Phaleron three entente allied tor- 
pedo boat destroyers were lying close 
in shore this afternoon. In Piraeus! 
there were no disturbances, most of the 
Venizelos followers being provided 
with arm bands of the French colors. 

Before quitting Athens Vice Admiral 
du Fournet called on General Callaris, 
of the Greek forces, and explained that 
the entente forces had no orders to fire 
on the Greeks. zeneral Callaris ex- 
plained that the Greeks likewise were 
not ordered to fire on the allies and it 
was agreed on both sides that the af- 
fair was due to a misunderstanding. 


GREEKS ATTACK 
BRITISH LEGATION. 


London, December 2.—A dispatch to 
The Evening News from Athens under 
Friday%s date described an attack on 
British legation 
in the capitai. 

A French soldier was passing the le- 
gation, says the dispatch, when a Greek 
patrol endeavored to seize him. Mem- 
bers of the British intelligence service 
hurried out to set him free. The Greek 
patrol fired into the rescuers, accord- 
ing to the correspondent, but the at- 
tacking party was driven off. One em- 
ployee of the legation wags mortally 
wounded. 

The correspondent reports a pitched 
battle between Italian sailors and 
Greeks on Friday morning. 

An Athens dispatch to The Star ‘says 
that the fighting began when a French 
detachment attempted to seize arms in 
the engineers’ barracks. The Greeks 
fired on the French, who replied, kill- 
ing a Greek officer. 

The fighting was very severe, the 
dispatch continues. On Mars Hill the 
Greeks attacked the French from the 
southern side of Acropolis and Theseion 
Slopes. There was a violent exchange 
of rifle and machine gun fire.

KING CONSTANTINE 


DENOUNCES ALLIES 


‘Protest Sent to Neutral 


Powers in Regard to the 
“Painful | Circumstances” 
Surrounding the Greek 
Government. 


Washington, December 2.—A note de- 
nouncing as “a serious infringement of 
sovereign rights” the allied demand for 


Surrender of Greek arms and ammuni-: 


tion to the Anglo-French expedition at 
Saloniki, and pleading for the sympa- 
thetic understanding of the United 
States in the “painful circumstances” 
surrounding the Greek government and 
people, was delivered to the state de- 
partment today by A. Vouros, charge of 
the Greek legation. 

The communication sets forth at 
length the efforts of Greece to main- 
tain neutrality and gives notice that the 
Greek government “has rejected and 
will continue to reject this last de- 
mand.” No official explanation of the 
causes which led the government to re- 
cede from that decision has reached 
Washington, but from the strong lan- 
guage ofthe note officials infer that 
extreme pressure must have been exert- 
ed before it was agreed to surrender 
the arms and ammunition. 

During his visit to the state depart- 
ment Charge Vouros talKed over the 
whole Greek situation with Counsellor 
Polk, but neither had anything to say 
regarding the conference. It is under- 
stood that communications similar to 
that addressed to the United States 
have gone to all neutral governments, 
and that the step was intended pri- 
marily to create a proper understand- 
ing among neutral peoples of the diffi- 
culties in which ureece has found her- 
self. 

As presented by the charge the com- 
munication was in the form of a copy 
of a _note handed to American Minis- 
ter Droppers at Athens on November 
38, and signed by Acting Foreign Min- 
ister Zalocostas. 


Text of Communication. 

The communication ag delivered to 
the state department wasin French. A 
translation of the full text follows: 

‘From the beginning of the Euro- 
pean war, the Greek government, 


conscious of its duties for the defense 
of the national interests and of its re- 
sponsibility toward the country, had, 
after an exhaustive examination of the 
situation, come to the decision that 
Greece ought not to enter the bloody 
struggle in which almost all Europe 
was engaged. The Greek government, 
in holding to neutrality, had in mind 
all the time the abandonment of this 
policy if at any given moment it should 
come to the conviction that, however 
great were the sacrifices and the dan- 
gers of a war, it would serve the na- 
tional aspirations. 

“Unfortunately it has not been pos- 
sible for us, up to this moment, to ob- 
tain the necessary guarantees that 
Greece, in entering into the Kuropean 
conflict, would not be going to inevit- 
able destruction. 

“In remaining neutral, the. Greek 
government had in mind solely Greek 
interests, and not, as has been repeat- 
edly insisted on, sympathy with one of 
the two groups of belligerents. A Greek 
government eould only think of the in- 
terests of Greece. The geographical 
situation of Greece, which placed it in 
very direct contact with one of the 
two groups of belligerent powers, 
makes the application of its policy of 


neutrality very difffcult; it is for that | 


reason that she has been forced to sub- 
mit to the occupation by foreign arms 
of her Macedonian provinces, and to 
permit the belligerents to dispose of 
her ports, public buildings and works 
of art; that her niware and railroads 
have been forcibly occupied, while 
bridges and tunnels worth many mil- 
lions have been completely destroyed. 

“At the moment when the present 
Greek government assumed power, an 
imposing fleet was blockading the en- 
trance of the strait of Salamine, the 
anchorage of the Greek fleet, and in 
spite of our protests and our formal re- 
fusal we were constrained to order our 
officers and sailors to abandon the 
vessels of the light fleet in order to 
spare them the grief of surrendering 
ine vessels upon which not very long 
ago they had contributed to two vic- 
torious wars. 

“For about a month the Greek people 
have seen with a very real pain the ad- 
ministration by forei control of near- 
ly all its public services, its land com- 
munications, its postal service, tele- 
graph ang telephone service. The Greek 
commercial fleet has seen its activity 
hampered by repeated inspections, and 
by restrictions of every sort. For a 
long time Greece has been able to im- 
port from abroad only what is abso- 
lutely indispensable to feed and sustain 
the country, and to furnish for its com- 
merce, both’ by land and sea, the’neces- 
sary fuel.

REFORMS FAVORED 
BY GEN. CARRANZA 


“First Chief” Outlines to 
Constitutional Convention: 
Proposed Changes in Or- 
ganic Law—Old Constitu- 
tion Inadequate. 


Queretaro, December 1.—(Via Mexico 
City, December 2.)—In his address be- 
fore the constitutional congress tonight 
General Carranza outlined the reforms 
he hoped to see embodied in the con- 
stitution. He said in part: 

“I come to deliver into your hands 
reforms necessary for this country. 
Right must regulate all elements of so- 
ciety. The constitution of 1857 was the 
result of a great upheaval, but it pro- 
claimed only the general principles of 
reform without putting them into prac- 
tical form, so that they are of only 
nominal value, and it is not' possible to 
administer with this constitution. The 
history of the country gave ample data 
to demonstrate this. 

“I promise to. conserve the liberal 
spirit of the old constitution so that 
the new reforms will merely eliminate 
the dead wood, throw light on obscure 
articles and strike out articles put in 
by former governments for personal ad- 
vantage. The constitution must not 
erect artificial barriers between the 
state and the individual, and the power 


the people who establish it. 
Right to Individual Liberty. 

“What is desired first of all is to es- 
tablish the rights of the people to in- 
dividual liberty. Human liberty must 
be guaranteed to prevent the govern- 
ment from taking advantage of the ex- 
cuse of maintaining peace in order to 
commit crimes. The old constitution 


was not strong enough to do this, as 
the liberty of the individual was at 
the mercy of executives. I hope the 
new constitution will provide severe 
penalties for wrongdoing on the part 
of public officials and make them re- 
sponsible for thelr acts. 

“Judges, heretofore only the tools of 
governors, should have the power to in- 


[vestigate and punish wrongdoings of 


governors, Guarantees for prisongrs 
accused of crimes heretofore have béen 
worthless. Prisoners have bs at the 
mercy of judges and third degree meth- 
ods. They should be allowed bonds and 
a limit should be fixed to the time 
trials may be delayed. Good lawyers 
should be provided for the indigent 
and no arrests should be made without 
evidence sufficient to justify them. 
“The old constitution provided for 
the right of the government to occupy 
property for public benefit without the 
consent of the owners by paying an in- 
demnity for the same. This is suffl- 
cient to allow the government to take 
large estates and _ distribute them 
among small owners so that the only 
reform necessary in that part of the old 
is to provide that condemnation 
may be only by executive authority, 
and that judges deal only with 


indemnity. 
“I ask you to

is necessary to have every foreigner 
who obtains title to real property re- 
sign treaty rights with respect to such 
property and conform to Mexican laws. 

“One object of the new reforms is to 
assist labor, and we should set mini- 
mum wages and maximum hours. 

“Il advocate a divorce law which will 
place the family on the basis of love, 
not pecuniary interests. The national- 
itv of children born in Mexico to for- 
eigners should be clearly defined. 

For Universal Suffrage. 

“You must consider whether the vote 
should be given to all or limited by 
educational or property qualifications. 
I think the vote should go to all, but 
that it should be taken from those 
making wre®ng use of it or those who 
look with indifference on the affairs of 
the republic, 

“Public instruction must receive at- 
tention because knowledge insures 
against either anarchy or dictatorship. 
On the organization of the executive 
power will depend that the legislative 
branch shall not become an instrument 
of the executive. Free discussion with- 
out following instructions of the ex- 
ecutive or of governors must be assured 
the legislatures, but they must not be 
given sufficient power to curb the ex- 
ecutive in proper execution of his 
rights. A parliamentary regime in 
which the executive is a figurehead and 
the cabinet is selected by congress is 
not good for Latin-American nations. 
The people still need a strong govern- 
ment, which Y not the same as a des- 
potic government. Direct election of 
the president will give strength to’ the 
government, and the nation and the 
president will not be at the mercy of 
the legislative power. The best argu- 
ment against a parliamentary regime is 
the object lesson furnished by the 
United States. 

“Tl advocate the elimination of the 
office of vice president, providing that 
the succession to the presidency in the 
event of temporary or permanent ab- 
sence shall be decided by congress. 

“There should be absolute indepen- 
dence of the judicial power.”

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BRITISH CONCESSION 
ON COTTON HOSIERY 


London, December -.—Acting on 
strong representations made by Ameri- 
can exporters and transmitted here by 
the American state department, the 
British government today decided to 


permit the importation of all orders for 
American cotton hosiery piaced before 
October 3, 1916,- and shipped before 
April 1, 1917. 

This is considered by the government 
to be an important concession, since 
during the first ten months of 1918 
Great Britain imported more than two 
and a half million pairs of cotton hose 
from America compared with the im- 
portation of slightly more than 600,000 
paira in the corresponding ten months 
of 1915. 

The government here desires that 
proof of orders contracted prior to Oc- 
tober 3 be furnished immedlately.

UN WASHINGTON 


Rank and File Arriving in 
Forcd for Session Which 
Begins on Monday—High 
Cost of Living Overshad- 
ows Everything. 


Washington, December 2.—Congress 
began arriving at the capital in force 
tonight for the session which opens 
Monday. Some of the leaders will not 
arsive until tomorrow or early Mon- 
day, but the rank and file of the house 
and sgnate were pouring in tonight on 
every train. : 

Returning members talk of new 
issues, but it is the general opinion 
that little other than appropriation 
bills can be passed in the short session. 
Surface indications give asstrances 
that the high cost of living will at 
least be a subject of much discussion, 
and that many proposals will be made, 
ranging from an embargo on food ex- 
ports to official investigation of alleged 
conspiracies to inflate prices. 

While congressmen appreciate that 
railroad problems, conservation legis- 
lation, ‘immigration, suffrage, national 
prohibition, corrupt practice measures, 
and other un.inished general business 
will be pressed for co: sideration, and 
that efforts may be made to investi- 
gate alleged election frauds and ex- 
penditures of the national campaign, 
those subjects at present are over- 
shadowed by the high prices of food 
and measures for relief. 

For an outline of the administration 
program members are awaiting the ad- 
dress of President Wilson before a 
joint session in the hall of the house 
Tuesday. 

Because of the crush of business 
house leaders, among them Speaker 
Clark, are advocating abandonment of 
the usual holiday recess and urging 
night sessions at least twice a week. 

President Pro Tem of Senate. 

Among returning Democratic sena- 
tors the question of selection of a new 
president pre tem. is one of absorbing 
interest. A caucus probably will be 
held early next week. Among sena- 
tors being mentioned to succeed the 
late Senator Clarke, of Arkansas, are 
Pomerene, of Ohio; Saulsbury, of Dela- 
ware; James, of Kentucky; Walsh, of 
Montana, and Bankhead, of Alabama. 
Some southern senators have urged the 
selection of a western democrat in rec- 
ognition of the democratic triumph at 
the recent election in that section. Ma-, 
jority Leader Kern, of Indiana, chalir- 
man of the caucus ,is expected to reach 
Washington tomorrow, after which 
formal arrangements will be made for 
choosing the president pro tem. Spec- 
ulation regarding the majority leader- 
ship already is general in view of the 
defeat of Senator Kern for re-election. 
Southern senators are sounding out 
their colleagues on behalf of Senator 
Martin, of Virginia. Senator Walsh is 
being championed by western demo- 
crats. 

That the senate will be urged early 
in the session to consider the corrupt 
practices bill limiting campaign con- 
tributions and to .investigate expendi- 
tures of the last campaign was assured 
today by an announcement of Scnator 
Owen, of Oklahoma, that he wouffl de- 
mand early consideration of his corrupt 
practices bill, and would again press 
some form of cloture to get a vote on 
the measure before March 4. He also 
proposes to introduce a resolution di- 
recting the committee on privileges and 
elections to investigate campaign. ex- 
penditures of the republican and demo- 
cratic parties. 

Nation-Wide Prohibition Bill, 

Chairman Webb, of the house judici- 
ary committee, upon his arrival today 
began working for passage of his na- 
tion-wide prohibition and export trade 
bills. He declared he did not believe 
the suffrage amendment would be 
passed by the present house. 

“T have great hopes that my prohibi- 
tion bill will pass,” Mr. Webb said. 
“TIndoubtedly the liquor question is one 
of the greatest issues now facing this 
country—the last election showed that 
—and it is high time some additional 
federal action was taken ,on it. The 
bill would prohibit the manufacture, 
transportation and importation of 
liquor for beverage purposes. It would 
not imterfere with using alcohol for 
scientific, artistic or sacramental pur- 
poses. 

‘Tt doubt if the suffrage resolution 
will be reported at;the coming session, 
although I have npt sounded members 
on their attitude /since arriving here. 
Certainly the suffragists, or a large 
part of them, who are clamoring for a 
federal amendment, did everything they 
could to defeat the democratic candi- 
date in the last campaign. Hence I 
cannot see that they have strengthened 
their claim for action in congress upon 
us. I still think that the suffrage 
question is one with which the sepa- 
rate states should deal.” 


1,000 TURK SOLDIERS 
DIE DAILY IN SYRIA 


New York, December 2.—Soldiers of 
the Turkish army in Syria are dying 
from typhus fever at the rate of 1,000 
a day, according to a dispatch from 
that country given out today by the 
American committee for Armenian and 
Syrian* relief. In addition to famine, 
epidemics of both typhus fever and 
cholera are sweeping over Syria, the 
dispatch says. 

“The type of cholera is mild, but the 
typhus fever is a sudden, fatal kind 
which spreads so rapidly that many 
houses swiftly are depopulated by it,” 
the message said. “Its havoc among 
the tribes is indescribable. It is not 
confined to any one region, but ex- 
tends from Aleppo (on the northern 
border of the Arabian desert) to the 
Arish river, on the Egyptian border. 
The doctors have not attempted to 
combat it, as there are no drugs or 
remedies in the country.” 

The committee announced that it has 
increased its orders for drugs and 
chemical supplies to be sent on the 
naval collier Caesar, leaving here for 
Beirut this month, but adds that there 
is imperative need of the speedy send- 
ing of more adequate material with 
which to fight the epidemics, 


|CLAIMED 8-HOUR DAY 


PROMOTES EFFICIENCY 


New York, December 2.—The eight- 
hour day promotes industrial efficiency, 
improves the health of the worker and 
betters moral and _ social conditions, 
speakers representing employers and 
the medical profession agreed at the 
interstate conference of the Woman's 
Trades Union League of New York, 
Philadelphia and Baltimore here today. 

Dr. Frederick S. Lee. of Columbia 
University, discussed the eight-hour 
day from the physician’s viewpoint, Dr. 
Lee K. Frankel, of the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Company, gave his views 
as an employer, and Mrs. Florence 
Kelley, general secretary of the Na- 
tional Consumers’ League, told how the 
consumer regards it.

Thomasville, Ga., December 2:—(Spe- 


cial.)—Possibly no man can pack more 
truth into a sentence than can Bishop 
Candler. He is widely noted for his 
epigrammatical utterances. 

Following are some of his terse dec- 
larations: 

“What is not founded in reason can- 
not be cured by- reason.” 

“When we swear to the tax receiver, 
we've got it; we've got it, and then 
some more.” 

“My God can do a big miracle and 
not have any wind in it.” 

“Christianity is bound to enrich any 
nation that has it.” 

‘Since Eve, when the women break 
with God, the men are most sure to 
follow.” 

“Distrust of God always leads to dis- 
obedience of God.” 

“The south is eaten up with covet- 
ousness, and covetousness is idolatry 
and idolatry will send you to hell.” 

“The glory of our church is the men 
and women born in it.” 

“When a man’s wealth increases 
faster than does his spirituality, it does 
so with great peril to his soul.” 

Advocates of College Tax. 

Speaking of some of the advocates of 
the taxation of college endowments, 
Bishop Candler declared: “I can get 
to the bottom of some things, but I 
cannct understand why Ananias and 
Sapphira died so suddenly and some 
other folks live so long.” 

Bishop Candler tells of a charge in 
the North Georgia conference which in 
1914, owing to the low price of cotton, 
failed by $250 to pay its pastor. This 
year, when the price of cotton reached 
twenty “cents, the stewards not only 
paid their present pastor in full, but 
were honest enough to pay their for- 
mer pastor the amount justly due him, 
even though two years had elapsed. 
Bishop Candler commended most high- 
ly this type of old-fashioned honesty. 

Sunday School Board. 

The conference Sunday school board 
recommends that the Sunday schools of 
the South Georgia conference assume 
the responsibility of raising $15,000 for 
the Young J. Allen Memorial church 
at Shanghai, China. 

Revs. Arthur J. Moore, C. B. McDan- 
iel, F. A. Ratcliffe and EB. C. Cowan 
are recommended as conference evan- 
gelists and Revs. J. M. Bass, C. M. Dun- 
away and J. L. Morrel as general evan- 
gelists. 

Many Bibles Printed. 

Dr. H. €C. Tucker, for thirty years a 
missionary to Brazil, representing the 
American Bible society, stated to the 
conference that in compiling statistics 
in preparation for the centennial cele- 
bration of the. Bible board, he found 
that 117% million Bibles had, in the 
century just closed, been printed in 
650 different languages; 72 million in 
our own country in 83 languages. In 
a few weeks there will come from the 
press the scriptures in the Portuguese 
language. Dr. Tucker spoke of the 
numerous appeals from the foreign 
fields for more Bibles. 

After having sent 500 copies of the 
Bible to a chaplain in Europe, he re- 
ceived a letter from the chaplain stat- 
ine that he had only half enough, as 
about 500 had -gone to the front to 
those who give up their lives for their 
country and were begging for a copy 
of God's Word. 


Dr. Tucker also stated that about 40 
per cent of the soldiers on the Mexi- 
can border were without Bibles, and 
made an earnest appeal to the church 
to seize its opportunity of furnishing a 
copy of God’s Word to all who were 
without it. 


Chamber in Pittsburg 
Investigating Amount 


Of Hoarded Foodstutts | 


In an effort to learn the exact causes 
contributing to the high cost of the 
necessities of life, the Pittsburg, Pa., 
Chamber of Commerce has started a na- 
tion-wide inquiry through the press 
directly through local chambers of com- 
merce and boards of trade, as is stated 
in a letter received yesterday by the 
Georgia Chamber of Commerce. 

The Pittsburg chamber makes the di- 
rect* charge that vast quantities of 
foodstuffs, such as eggs, butter, ete., are 
being hoarded by food speculators. This 
is being done, it is alleged, without 
technical violation of the letter of the 
federal law forbidding such storage of 
foodstuffs for longer than a certain 
stipulated period in one place by the 
removal of it from time to time from 
one storage room -+to another. It is to 
learn, if possible, just the amount of 
such provisions so hoarded that the 
Pittsburg institution has started its in- 
vestigation.

Every city in th@ country has been 
or will be appealed to for information. 
The Georgia Chamber of Commerce is 
asked to furnish what, if any, data it 
has or can get with reference to the 
matter in question in Georgia. Any 
citizen who may possess information 
bearing out the original contention is 
asked to furnish it to the Georgia 
chamber, to be forwarded to Pittsburg. 

The Georgia chamber has taken no 
action in the premises further than to 
comply with the Pittsburg request so 
far as asking the co-operation of the 
press is concerned. How far it may 
go inthe investigation will be later 
determined.

Action Will Not Produce Re- 
sult Desired, in Opinion of 
L. & N. President. 


In the opinion of M. H. Smith, presi- 
dent of the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad company, the order of the in- 
terstate commerce commission, of No- 
vember 21, that that company raise 
the embargo it previously had placed 
against the diverting of its coal cars to 
other lines, will not produce the result 
desired. by the commission. 

“This company—whose condition as to 
coal car equipment is improved only 
9 per cent over that existing at the 
time the embargo was imposed—does 
not share the optimistic view ofthe 
commisis6n, but firmly believes\that the 
raising of the embargo will cause a 
loss of the above gain, and that condi- 
tions will soon become as bad as when 
the embargo was imposed,” says Mr. 
Smith. . 

Position of Railroad. 

This Mr. Smith makes plain and ex- 
plains in a circular sent out over his 
signature from his offices in Louis- 
ville, November 22, addressed :to the 


public, and entitled “A Statement Con- 
cerning the Placing and the Removal 
of the Louisville and Nashville Rail- 
road Company’s Embargo Against Al- 
lowing Its Coal Cars to Go North and 
Northwest.” 

One reason Mr. Smith gives for the

that it originates more traffic than it 
receives, and therefore many more of 
its cars are run from its to other com- 
panfes’ lines than vice versa. An addi- 
tional cause for the shortage, he says, 
“has been the inexcusable failure of the 
connecting lines beyond the Ohio river 
to furnish their quota of cars for this 
coal trade, though the traffic moves 
over their lines and they share in the 
revenue. They are under obligation 
to aid with equipment in handling this 
traffic in which they are jointly in- 
terested, but this obligation has been 
for the most part ignored.” 


Embargo Explained. 


Explanatory of the causes for issu- 

ing the embargo, the statement says, 
in part: 
“Our condition was bad in the summer. 
On July 15, 1916, our net shortage, based 
upon equipment owned, that is taking into 
consideration the number of cars owned, 
the- number of these on foreign lines, and 
the number of foreign cars on the Louis- 
ville and Nashville lines, was 9,265 cars. 
Despite demands, pleadings and almost 
superhuman efforts of every sort this short- 
age steadily increased at the rate of about 
ninety cars a day until on October 28 it had 
reached the stuperdous figure of 16,668 
cars. Particularly serious was the coal car 
situation. This company owned on that 
date 19,608 coal cars. On October 28, 11,84% 
of these were off its line, leaving on it only 
7,760 cars, or 39 per cent of its ownership. 
As an offset to the 11,848 of its cars on for- 
efrn lines there were 2,392 foreign coal cars 
on its line, making a total on its line of 
10.194, which, as compared with its owner- 
ship of 19,608 coal cars, 
age of 9,484. , 

“With only 39 per cent of our coal equip- 
ment on our line and a net shortage of ap- 
proximately 10,000 coal cars, and with the

GERMAN EMBASSY BANS 
REV. RANDOLPH KIM 


Minister Not Allowed to Offi- | 
ciate at Wedding Because 
of Thanksgiving Sermon. | 


Washington, December 2.—The Rev. 
Dr. Randolph H. McKim, of the Church 
of the Epiphany, did not officiate, as 
had been expected, at the marriage at 
noon today of the Baron von Schoen, | 
secretary of the German embassy, and 
Miss Catherine Birney, of this city, be- 
cause the German embassy decided he 
had disqualified himself by hts Thanks- 
giving day sermon, in which he assailed 
Germany for deportation of Belgians. 

In his sermon the doctor declared “to 
all their outrages against civilization 
the Teutonic powers have now added 
the infamous crime of enslaving a 
whole population.” 

Dr. McKim said today he was in- 
clined to agree with the decision of 
the embassy that his sermon made it 
inappropriate for him to officiate. 

The wedding was attended by Count 
von Bernstorff, Countess von Bern- 
storff and members of the embassy 
staff. Baron von Schoen is about to 
be transferred to Mexico. 

Dr. McKim was asked sometime ago 
to perform the ceremony. He said to- 
day that when he agreed to do so, his 
Thanksgiving day sermon had not been 
framed. 

Friday, he said, he called at the home 
of the bride to infornf her that he was 
perfectly willing to permit some other 
clergyman to officiate, but failed to 
find her at home. Later he was in- 
formed that the embassy considered it 
would not be appropriate for him to of- 
ficiate, and/that in his place Rev. C. 
Ernest Smith, rector of the St. Thomas 
Episcopal church, had been engaged.

electrically propelled motor cars ‘were 
waiting to carry them up-town. 

The parade passed into the canon of 
Lower Broadway, across the plaza of 
(itv Hall park, where the Stars and 
Stripes outlined in red, white and blue 


electric lights gleamed on the front 
of the city hall and on through Wash- 
ington square into Fifth avenue. The | 
avenue had been converted into a “gol-; 
den way.” 

Long Ribbons of Light. 

Long ribbons of specially erected 
lights gleamed on either side of the 
thoroughfare as far north as Thirty- 
third street. There the president and 
his party entered the hotel, where the 
banquet was held under an electric 
lighted canopy of red, white and blue. 

The illumination of the Statue of 
Liberty was viewed from points of van- 
tage by many thousands of New York- 
ers. Thousands more lined the streets 
through which the president passed 
and cheered him lustily. Mr. Wilson 
arose frequently and doffed his hat in 
acknowledgment of the salutes. 

The illumination of the statue {s re- 
garded by the electrical experts as the 
Climax of development in the art of 
flood lighting. ror the bronze torch 
which Liberty has held aloft was sub- 
stituted a glass torch held together 
by the same rivetted lines. To put 
“life” or a “quiver” into the simulated 
flame of the torch, fifteen 600-candle 
power gas filled electric lamps were 
placed upon a series of “flashers.” The 
sources of the light Which will illumi- 
uate the entire statue are fifteen bat- 
teries of projectors. The current is 
carried by submarine cables under the 
channel. 

The tunds which provided the lighting 
pliant were raised by popular subscrip- 
tion by The New York World, which 
also raised the money thirty years ago 
for the construction of the pedestal 
upon which the statue stands.

Convicted of Felony. 

The first sentence, for five years, 
was the result of a verdict for felony 
in connection with forged legal papers 
used by Davis in taking charge of and 
exercising acts of possession in an at- 
tempted transfer of land lot No. 1024 in 
the fifteenth section of the second dis- 
trict of Cobb county. 

The defense called no witnesses and 
used nothing in evidence except a 
statement by the defendant that he 
had never been in Cobb county, out- 
side of the city of Marietta, that he 
had never defrauded any citizen of 
Cobb county out of as much as ten 
cents and that he was absolutely in- 
nocent of any knowledge of forgeries 
in connection with what purported to 
be a deed signed by Henry G. Cole, 
deceased. } 

The state called Mrs. Lottie Lomax, 
of Atlanta, to whom Davis sold the 
George B. Adair, of Atlanta, 
whose fathers name was alleged to 
have been forged to some of the pa- 
pers; J. A. Branch, of Atlanta, whose 
name the state claimed had been forg- 
ed to a deed; D. C. Cole, of Marietta, 
who has charge of land lot No. 1024 
for the heirs of the Henry G. Cole 
estate: Mrs. Henry G. Cole, 84 years 
old, of Marietta, who swore that the 
signature of her dead husband on the 
paper submitted was a forgery; Miss 
Sara E. Lowe, of Atlanta, a stenogra- 
pher for Davis; S&S P. Wiggins, of 
Atlanta, who had signed papers as sec- 
retary of the Southern Title and Trust 
company for Davis; Sheriff W. E. 
Swanson, Solicitor Herbert Clay, Doff 
Walker, Jasper Gantt, W. H. Robinson 
and several others, of Cobb county. 

Captured in Montana. 

The state used these witnesses to 
prove its contention that Davis had 
been the whole official force of the 
Southern Title and Trust company, of 
Atlanta, that he had conducted busi- 


ness illegally; Ahat he had transferred 
properties without clear title; that he 


{had assumed acts of ownership over 


1024 when the title rested 
in other persons; that he had fled 
justice and been captured in Butte, 
Mont.; that, in general, he was a deal- 
er in illegally executed abstracts of 
title and the like. 

Having produced no witnesses, the 
defendant had the first and last speech 
before the jury. After. briefly sum- 
marizing the case, Colonel Wright, deé- 
fending Davis, findulged in some _ 
sonal remarks regarding Solicitor Clay 
and the remarks which he would prob- 
ably make before the jury. 

Solicitor Clay, in reply, said he had 
so much confidence the evidence had 
thoroughly convinced the jury of 
Davis’ guilt that he would be willing 
to let the case go to the jury with- 
out further argument if the defense 
would. : 

Much to the surprise of the entire 
court, Colonel Wrfght jumped up and 
stated that he was perfectly willing 
and would accept the proposition. The 
case immediately went to the jury 
without further adoo. 

Convicted of Misdemeapor. 


In the case this afternoon, after a 
jury had been selected with difficulty, 
evidence was presented by the state 
to show that the titles given by Davis 
to ~ Harmon, of Atlanta, were 
worthless and on that ground, and 
through Davis’ knowledge of. this, he 
was gcuiltv of a misdemeanor. 

The state produced land grants and 
deeds from before the civil war show- 
ing continuous possession of land lot 
No. 226 in the nineteenth section of 
the second district of Cobb county in 
the hands of R. M. Brooks and his 
father. 

In contradiction to Davis’ statement 
that he had not been in Cobb county, 
outside of Marietta, but once in his 
life, the state introduced Jasper Gantt, 
the foreman of the grand jury for this 
term of court, and W. H. Robinson, 
who testified that thev had seen Davis 
in other parts of Cobb county on two 
occasions, 

Dav’s was found guilty in this case 
also, receiving a sentence of one year 
on the gang and a fine of $500. 


1,663,793 PRISONERS 
HELD IN GERMAN CAMPS 


Berlin, December 2.—(Via London.)— 
Official statistics published here in re- 
gard to the sanitary conditions in the 
war prisoners’ camps in Germany state 
there were 1,663,793 prisoners in the 
country on August 1, 1916. In the two 
years of war which had then elapsed 
29,297 prisoners died, 6,032 from tuber- 
culosis, 4,201 from spotted fever, 6,27 
from wounds and 6,603 from other ill- 


nesses. The statis@cs indicate that 
only .10 per thousand war prisoners 
committed suicide. It is stated that 
the number of tuberculosis cases is de- 
creasing owing to the @ffective medical 
treatment, and that numerous patients 
are able to leave the sanatoriums.

RECORD PRICES CIVEN 
FOR GEORGIA PRODUCTS 


Dixie Farmers Making Money 
on Things Other Than 
\ Cotton. 


Quitman, Ga., December 2.—(Special.) 
This promises to be the record year 
in cotton production in Brooks county, 
with a yield of approximately 20,000 


bales, 7,000 of which is Sea Island cote | 
} 


ton. 

The ginning report for November 
shows that a total of 18,057 bales has 
been ginned in the county. Thfs is a 
gain of 1,476 over the total production 
for 1915. The crop of 1914 with a 
yield of 19,126, was the largest the 
county has ever had. 

Sea Island production was 
this year over the crop of last year, 
which totaled only 8,759 bales. The 
price of Sea Island in Quitman has 
climbed beyond 51 cents and seed is at 
$50 a ton, while the short staple seed 
are selling at $60 per ton. 


The crop has brought a flood of 
money into the county and in addition 
the farmers are getting greater prices 
for foodstuffs than ever known. Pota- 
toes, which usually sell at 40 to 50 cents 
a bushel at this season, are bringing 
75 cents a bushel to the farmer and 
retailing at 26 cents a peck. 

Corn is bringing a good price and the 
local paper is carrying two advertise- 
ments, one for 10,000 bushels of corn 
wanted and the other a demand for 
corn. The farmers are getting more 
for pork in bulk than it retailed for 
last year, and beef and mutton is the 
same. They are also’ getting forty 
cents for butter and forty cents a 
dozen for eggs, prices unheard of be- 
fore. Turkeys, which could have been 

last season for 18 cepts, are 
Ss a pound live, which means 
about 35 cents dressed.

“No man who knows the two races 
intimately enough to compare them in 
morality, intelligence, efficiency or 
Physical strength will say that the ne- 
gro is superior to the Indian. Then 
why not throw the cloak of federal 
protection around this people now and 
let us see if the absolute abstinence 
from drimk will not decrease their rec- 
ord for crime and increase their ca- 
pacity for citizenship. 


Nation-Wide rrohibition.

Washington, December 2.—Where the 
Claims of epeare against railroads are 
well founded they are paid promptly, 
declared Commissioner James S. Har- 
lan, of the interstate commerce com- 
mission, to the members of the Freight 
Claim association, in an address in 
which he told of an investigation made 
by the commission and the aurprise of 
its members at the excellent showing 
as to prompt payments made by the 
railroads. 

“Before taking my seat,” said Mr. 
Harlan, “I wish to make a very frank 
confession. During the course of my 
ten years’ service on the commission so 
many complaints had come to me of the 
delay in the payment by carriers of the 
claims of shippers that I had come to 
think that the matter of claim adjust- 
ments was a very weak spot in our 
railroad administration. I was, there- 
fore, particularly interested in the sug- 
gestion that interrogations should be 
addressed by the commission to the 
oarriers for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing, among other things, the length of 
time taken by them in settling the 
claims of shippers. The results that 
were tabulated by the commission on 
the answers returned by the carriers 
about a year ago were so surprising to 
me and to my colleagues, and were 
considered by us of such importance 
that we at once reported the facts to 
the congress as useful public informa- 
tion. I wish to congratulate the asso- 
ciation on the showing made. The 
trouble with us was that we had made 
no distinction between claims that had 
been declined or that were without 
merit and therefore still pending, and 
claims that were well founded and had 
been promptly adjusted. The shipping 
public should know that instead of be- 
ing a weak spot i nthe railroad serv- 
ice, the work of your association has 
been so systematized as practically to 
eliminate all reasonable and fair criti- 
cism.”’

SHAKING BRITAIN 


Outcome Will Probably Be 
Control of All War Meas- 
ures by Council of Five 
Members of the Cabinet. 


ee 
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London, December 2.—The political 
crisis, which is the newspaper sensa-~ 
tion of the hour, is generally believed 
to mean the future control of all war 
measures, both military and economic, 
by a cabinet directorate of five, advis- 
ed by General Sir William R. Rob- 
ertson, chief of the imperial staff, and 
Admiral Sir John R. Jellicoe, first sea 
lord. 

The question of the resignation of 
Premier Asquith, to give place for 
David Lloyd-George or Andrew Bonar 
is discussed, but that Mr. 
Asquith will, resign appears improb- 
able. The premier had a long audi- 
ence with the king today, which fur- 
nished a basis for the afternoon papers 
to predict his resignation. Zut it was 
pointed out that he would consult with 
the king as a matter of course, over 
any important government changes. 

A war council was formed in the 
cabinet last year, but the minimum 
number of five, which Mr. Asquith then 
announced, has been exceeded and the 
popular impression is that the council 
has been largely a failure because all 
of its decisions were subject to debate 
and ratification by the full cabinet. 

Forecast of New War Coancil. 

The forecast of the new war cabinet— 
Premier Asquith, David Lloyd-George, 
Andrew Bonar Law, Arthur J. Balfour 
and Sir Edward Carson—still stands, 
but doubts are expressed whether Sir 
Edward Carson, who resigned from the 
cabinet a year ago because he was dis- 
satisfied with the government’s policy 
in the Balkans, when Serbia was be- 
ing hard pressed, will rejoin. 

The attacks upon the government 
and certain members of the govern- 
ment have recently risen to the highest 
tide attained since the beginning of 
the war. Although the newspapers 
have attacked the government and in- 
dividual ministers, whenever it was 
thought affairs were going wrong, 
there has been no press’ censorship 
whatever on political discussion and 
the papers deal with the administra- 
tion and public men as freely in war 
time as the American papers do in the 
heat of a presidential campaign. 

While the Northcliffe press and The 
Morning Post have made thy flercest 
assaults, even such careful speaking 
journals as The Daily Chronicle, The 
Westminster Gazette and The Man- 
chester Guardian have recently become 
critical. The trend of discontent has 
been partly against the government 
system, partly against certain members 
of the cabinet. Slowness in reaching 
decisions and in action is the gist of 
the indictment. The principal counts 
of this are the man-power and food 
questions, while recently dissatisfac- 
tion with what some considered a want 
of vigor in the management of the

{navy and weakness in the foreign of- 
ifice has been increasingly expressed. 


The appointment of a food dictator 
was announced more than a fortnight 
ago, but none has been appointed yet. 
This is one complaint. The unwieldi- 
ness of a cabinet of twenty-three for 
managing a great war is a point on 
which the critics seem unanimous. As 
a counterbalance to the critics, there 
is a widespread and weighty but less 
vocal sentiment that they fail to credit 
the administration with the great work 
it has accomplished in the military and 
financial fields within two years.

Precedents Shattered When 

W. H. Black Goes to Italy to 
Bring Cardinale Back. _ 

Re 


William Harmon Black, assistant dis- 
trict attorney of New York city and a 
former Atlanta boy, who rectived his 
education in the public schools, grada- 
ating from the high school here, was 
due to reach New York Saturday fol- 
lowing a trip to Italy, which he made, 
accompanied by a private detective, to 
bring back to New York as a witness 
Antonio Cardinale, alleged go-between 
in the sensational murder in that city 
of Barnet Baff, the wholesale poultry 
oo who was shot in November, 
914. 

It is believed that Cardinale is the 
only man who is able to name the 
business rivals of Baff who contributed 
to the $4,800 fund which was divided 
between the murderers in the saloon 
of Ippolito Greco. They have been 
referred to as the “men higher up” in 
the Baff case. 

Cardinale comes to the United States 
as an Italian prisoner, facing trial in 
Italy for a murder committed in New 
York, and lent to the New York au- 
thorities for as long as they need him 
as a witness. Mr. Swann, the district 
attorney, has agreed not ‘*o prosecute 
him, although he is under indictment 
in New York for participation in the 
murder. 

One year ago Mr. Swann learned that 
Cardinale had fled to Italy. It was 
learned that he had enlisted in the 
Italian army and was about to be pro- 
moted to the position of corporal. On 
cabled information from the state de- 
yartment he was placed in prison in 

atania. The Italian law provides that 
natives that flee to Italy after com- 
mitting a crime in another country 
must be tried in the land of their 
birth, and Mr. Swann received informa- 
tion from the Italian ambassador and 
the Italian consul general that the 
prisoner could not be gotten back to 
New York. 

Regardless of this, Mr. Black and 
Detective di Matini left New York 
early in July. While in France it was 
learned by the detective that if he en- 
tered Italy he would be drafted into 
the army, so he returned to New York. 
Mr. Black then went on alone, and from 
the department of grace and justice 
he won the consent to Cardinale’s re- 
turn. The foreign minister reluctant- 
ly told the American that he would 
not stand in the way, but there were 
still the royal court at Rome and the 
court of appeals of Cantania in the 
way, and in both cases Mr. Black met 
the contention that what he asked 
had never been granted before. 

All the affidavits required to put 
Cardinale on trial in Italy were held 
by Mr. Black and he finally told the 
prisoner that he would either return 
to this country asa witness or be tried 
in Italy at once with the chance of 
spending several years in rison. Car- 
dinale agreed to come and the courts 
yielded.

Popular Atlantan Is Elect- 
ed President of Bar Asso- 
ciation — Ex-Congressman 
Howard Assails Passage | 
of Adamson Act. 


W. Carroll Latimer, popular Atlanta 
attorney, was Saturday night elected / 
unanimously to the presidency of the 
Atlanta Bar association to succeed | 
Luther Z. Rosser for the coming year. 
Mr. Latimer’s election came following 
the report of a nominating committee, 
composed of Lowry Arnold, Shepherd 
Bryan, J. A. Branch, Thornton Nalley 
and Marion Smith. Together with Mr. 
Latimer the following new officers of 
the organization were named and elect- 
ed unanimously: 

Harrison Jones, first vice president; 
Cam B. Dorsey, second vice president; 
secretary and treasurer, R. S. Parker 
(re-elected). John Y. Smith and Edgar 
Neely were named for the two va- 
cancies on the executive committee. 

Another action on the part of the as- 
sociation was the adoption of a com- 
mittee of twelve to assist in regulat- 
ing and practically reorganizing the 
rules of procedure for the municipal 
court of Atlanta. This committee, to

Luther Z. Rosser, presiding at the 
banquet of the association, paid the* 
association a beautiful tribute in 
thanking them for their courtesies to 
him as president during the year 
ended. , 

The princfpal speaker of the even- 
ing, introduced by Mr. Rosser, was Ex- 
Congressman William M. Howard, of 
Augusta, an honor guest of the ban- 
quet. In a few words the subject upon 
which the ex-congressman spoke was 
the invasion of the right of contract 
of the American citizen. Mr. Howard 
traced the history of the American 
government from its infancy to the 
present and, basing his prophesy on 
past events and. the unmistakable 
trend of public affairs, he spoke. of 
the future. 

“The democracy of America,” stated 
the speaker, “the old democracy has 
met a great change. With the election 
of a democratic president and at the 
congress, the 
significance of the action of the voters 
in the recent presidential election is 
unmistakable. 

‘Though we have a democratic presi- 
dent,”’ said Mr. Howard, “we are really 
controlled by the labor element of the 
nation.” He dealt at length with the 
effect of the strikes, which he charac- 
terized as the use of “brute force” to 
carry the point of the unions, which, 
he declared to be a gross violation of 
the right of contract. He then took up 
the remedy of injunction, as granted 
by the federal courts, and declared 
that the injunction law is so modified 
that it is in reality no law at all. He 
cited the action of President Cleveland, 
in 1894, when in the great Chicago 
railroad strike the president, to en- 
force the injunction granted to prevent 
the strike, sent 5,000 regular army 
men to that city to restore order. To- 
day, he stated, a strike to enforce a 
contract or demands, seems to result 
in the enforcement of the demands. 

Three Distinct Periods. 

The Clayton act, passed in the first 
part of the presidency of Mr. Wilson, 
he characterizes as a modification of 
the law of conspiracy which exempts 
labor from the criminal effect of a 
strike. 

“This country,” he summed up, “has 
passed through three distinct periods 
in which three distinct causes con- 
trolled the government, The first period 
was that of slavery, when all laws 


were made to protect this one thing. 
The second period, just ended, was a

government for commerce and indus- 
trial protection. And the third period, 
into which we are entering, and which, 
formerly an infant, is now grown to 
lusty manhood, is industrial or class 
supremacy.” 

Mr. Howard declared that the labor 
unions held up “and throttled the gov- 
ernment” in making it meet its de- 
mands in the Adamson act. And fur- 
ther, that the existing condition of 
the supremacy of labor is a most seri- 
ous one in which the country finds 
itself involved. 

In summing up his address, Mr. How- 
ard declared that the five forces of the 
present government were “Theodore 
Roosevelt, William J. Bryan, Senaotr 
LaFollette, Woodrow Wilson and Sam- 
uel Gompers. And the greatest of 
these (meaning the one with the great- 
est amount of power):is Samuel C. 
Gompers!” 

His address was enthustastically re- 
ceived by the members of the associa- 
tion.

Biant’s Whole Army Halted 
. By Major Slaton’s Command 


Brilliant Military Exploit 


Last Week, Related by 
Judge George Hillyer. 


While the bier of the late Major 
W. F. Slaton last Thursday night was 
surrounded by a few grief-stricken, 
loyal friends of his life, a remarkable 
story having to do with his brilliant 
military career during the civil war— 
of how Major Slaton, almost single- 
handed, held up for three days the en- 
tire army of General Grant—was re- 
lated by the major’s comrade in arms, 
Judge George Hillyer, who himself was 
a major in the confederacy. 

The story was brought out by Alfred 
(. Newell, one of the group of mourn- 
ers, who had heard it ten years ago. 
Few others had heard it, because Ma- 
jor Slaton ever was'loath to tell of his 
own exploits during the war, but among 
the few familiar with the narrative, 


and also a member of the group was) 


Judge Hillyer, from whom, by the way, 
Mr. Newell had originally heard it; and 
Mr. Newell asked the judge to repeat 
it. This is the way the historic nar- 
rative was retold by Judge Hillyer, 
and for the authenticity of which there 


is proof a-plenty: 
Judge Hillyer’s Story. 


Judge Hillyer said: . 

“Major Slaton belonged to an Alabama 
regiment. I do not remember its number. 
It was one of the regiments epgaged in 
Vicksburg in 1863. At the fall of Vicks- 
burg it was one of the confederate regi- 
ments of Bragg’s army that was §ur- 
rendered to General Grant. Officers and 
men were placed on parole and permitted 
to return to their homes. While at home, 
the officers and men of most of Brageg’s 
army, including Major Slaton’s regiment, 
were exchanged with a like number of of- 
ficers and men of the federal army, Major 
Slaton among them, At their homes they 
received notice of their exchange through 
regular army channels emanating from the 
war department of Richmond, and were or- 
dered to report for duty with the confed- 
erate army then operating in the neighbor- 
hood of Chattanooga, which orders was of 
course, dutifully and at once obeyed. 

“Some time afterwards, I do not know 
exactly how long, nor can I state all the 
detallis with absolute confidence, but in the 
course of army operations, it was believed 
by the confederate commander that a flank- 
ing movement might be attempted by the 
federal commander, marching a very large 
force down the Tennessee river on the north 
side and crossing it at a suitable point 
very near the southern slope of Lookout 
Mountain. To guard against this Major Sila- 
ton, with his regiment, was stationed at this 
important place, and was told that there 
would be no attempt to keep in communica- 
tion with his force, but that if attacked 
that he should make defense at great sacri- 
fice, losing every man, if necessary, to pre- 
vent the federals from crossing the river 
at this locality. 

General Grant, sure enough, made the at- 
tempt at that place, as the confederates had 
anticipated. Major Slaton kept his men con- 
cealed, and the federals did not know how 
many he had. So it was that firing from the 
concealed positions from the banks of the 
river, Major Slaton succeeded in delaying 
them for two, and possibly three, entire 
days. At last by sacrificing about sixty 
of his men, he succeeded in enabling the 
remainder, by rapid movements, to reach 
Brage’s army, but he himself, with what 
was left after the desperate adventure, was 
finally made prisoner. 

General Grant Angry. 

General Grant was highly incensed at 
the delay, and hearing of the final result, 
next had Major Slaton brought to his head- 
quarters under guard. He asked Major 
Slaton what he meant by fighting in the 
confederate line when he, General Grant,

;to an extent very rarely, and possibly not 
| equalled in his military history.’’

ALM. CORRIE ISSUES 
MAYORALTY PLATFORM 


Candidate Promises Square 
Deal to Everybody if He 
Wins Wednesday. 


| A.M. Corrie, independent candidate for 
| mayor in opposition to Asa G. Candler, 
has issued his platform, on which he 
will make his race. Mr. Corrie states 
that, if elected, he will give everybody 
la square deal and that he will be a 
mayor of all the people and not of the 
classes. 

His platform in ful! follows: 

“Tt is not my intention to revolutionize 
ithe city government, but to do something 
| to relleve the oppression that is now being 
' put upon the people of the city, and tax pay-~ 
lers of the city, by the Georgia Railway and 
Power company. The people of the city 
who use any of the products of said com- 
pany are paying more than they should pay, 
and there should be reductions in all of the 
ultilities of this company. 

“We are paying more for lights than 
city should pay. We are paying more 
power than the people should pay. We 
paying more for gas and for an inferior 
ticle, than the people should pay. We 
paying more for street car fares than 
citizens should pay for said fares. We : 
paying from 30 to 40 per cent more for 
above named products and service than 
shoyld be paid and receiving less for our 
franchise privileges than we should receive 
for said franchise. 

“My opponent, Mr. Candler, has never 
made mention of these facts to the citizens 
of Atlanta, neither has he said that he 
would even try to relieve the people of the 
burden and oppressions of the said Georgia 
Railway and Power company, but he has said 
this: That the tax rate should be raised 
to pay the running expenses of the city. 
This is not necessary. The money should 
be spent to Improve the streets in the city 
and to put them in better condition, in- 
stead of spending it improving properties 
outside of the city. All any one has to do 
is to walk one block off Whitehall street in 
any direction to find what the conditions of 
the streets are in Atlanta. As for increasing 
tax, I am against the increase, as the home 
property owners are paying more than their 
share at the present rate, and many of the 
central property owners are against Mr. Can- 
dier’s proposition of raising taxes, I shall 
fight any such proposition with all the pow- 
er that 1 have.

At N. Y. Automobile Show

2,500,000 Visited Shows in 1915. 

It is conservatively estimated that 
over 2,500,000 persons visited the Na- 
tional shows at Chicago and New York 
and the various local exhibitions last 
year. This attendance is a far cry 
from the few thousands that were in- 
terested enough in the then new mode 
of transportation to visit the Madison 
Square Garden in the fall of 1900 for 
the purpose of inspecting the first col- 
lected display of motor cars made in 
this country. But the growth of interest 
in the shows has been proportional to 
the development of the industry itself, 
Krom its humble beginning in New 
york seventeen years ago the automo- 
bile show has developed until now it 
is recognized as an annual fixture in 
practically every county seat in the 
country. 

With the unusual attendance at last 
year's show there was such a heavy 
and early demand for accommodations 
on the part of the out-of-town visitors 
that the New York hotels, commodious 
as they are, were sorely pressed to 
take care of the late comers. At that 
time the press department of the show 
helped matters considerably by prepar- 
ing a list of places where accommoda-

FOOTBALL CLAIMS 
SIXTEEN YOUNGSTERS 


No Collegians in Casualty List, 
However—Sport Is Now 


Less Dangerous. 


Chicago, December 2.—Football 
claimed 16 lives, one in the south, dur- 


ing the 1916 season which closed with 
Thanksgiving day games, according to 
figures compiled by the Associated 
Press today. Last year the total was 
16 and in 1914 there were 15 deaths. 

College officials identified with the 
sport declare that not a single death 
occurred in any game in which the 
players were known to be physically 
as well as mentally trained for the se- 
vere test. Not a single life was lost, 
they point out, in a gwame where a 
oe bardaggre de examination was demanded 
efore the contestant was permitted 
to go to the gridiron, 

In most cases those who lost their 
lives were members of high school, 
semi-professional and “prairie’’ elevens. 
Only one of the victim's. was a college 
Player. Two of the plavers suffered 
broken necks, but a majority died from 
internal injuries. 

Coaches assert that practically every 
danger in the sport has been eliminated 
by the rules committee and no 
ter what rules are adopted, the game 
will continue to be rough, and only 
those in the best of physical condi- 
tion should be permitted to play. It is 
doubtful, they say, if any more changes 
will be made to lessen risks, as the 
rules committee believes it has done all 
in its power to prevent accidents. 

Penalties have been provided for run- 
ning into a player after the referee 
has blown his whistle, crawling with 
the ball after it has been declared 
“dead,” tripping, hurling and other of- 
fenses which are liable to cau'se 
juries.

These figures may be verified by ref- 
erence to the World Almanac 
“Gentleman Jim’s”’ popularity appar- 
ently has increased as the years have 
gone by, and his stage career has been 
exceptionally brilliant. As a monol- 
ogist he ha'’s few equals. Supported 
by many eminent players, he was star 
of George Bernard Shaw’s “Cashel 
Byron's Profession,” and was chosen by 
George M. Cohan for the tilie role in 
‘Hit the Trail Holiday.” 

In his appearance at the Forsyth 
Corbett will tell of his travels, which 
thhave furnished material for an appar- 
ently unlimited supply of rare stories.

A LETTER FROM 
JACK LONDON. 


In the many congratulatory letters 
which are coming to Mrs. Lollie Belle 
Wylie, whose book of poems, “Arcades,” 
is meeting with marked favor, is one 
from the late Jack London, which must 
have been one of:the last letters he 
ever wrote. 

Mrs. Wylie received at the same time 
one of his last books in which he had 
not only inscribed-his autograph, but 
a letter covering the first two pages, 
and expressing feelings of friendship 
and good fellowship. 

In his letter the famous writer wrote 
the Georgia poetess as follows: 

“I shall not attempt to tell you how keen 
is my appreciation of your poetry. You 
are a true poet. I strive to read your life 
between your lines, and from what I glean 
you are an amazement to me. You are all 
girl, all woman, sweetheart and mother. Fire 
and flame and dew. And despite hard Chris- 
tian training, you have had your high spirit- 
ual adventures.

CYCLORAMA PLANS 
READY FOR COUNCIL 


Engineers in Construction 
Have Already Planned Big 
Building for Grant Park. 
Council Will Be Asked for 
Money to Erect Building. 


The most important park improve- 
ments for next year as planned by J. 
O. Cochran, manager of parks, are the 
proposed cyclorama building for Grant 
park and the new swimming pool. 
Each of these things has been included 
in the budget prepared by the park 
manager for 1917 and he has assur- 
ances from a number of council mem- 
bers that they will do everything in 
their power to see his requests 
granted. ' 

The proposed cyclorama building has 
been planned by the engineers in the 
chief of construction’s office. The plans 
call for an absolutely fire-proof 
structure. The exterior is planned for 
a massive effect with simple lines and 
forms without ornamentations. 

The entranee is to extend beydnd 
the body of the sturcture. This will 
have a panel above and both will be 
in colonial design. The construction 
will be such as to give a massive ap- 
pearance to the building. 

In the construction it is planned to 
have the bronze statues of artillery, 


infantry and cavalry, with inscrip- 
tion plates, which have been designed 


for the exterior, donated in the future 
by various organizations while the 
bronze torches, wreaths and inscrip- 
tion letters will be placed at the time 
of-the erection of the building. 

The interior of the building will in- 
clude a large lobby, a parlor or waiting 
room with all equipment, an office with 
the adequate ticket window, all fur- 
nished in the prevailing design. The 
entrance to the platform for viewing 
the picture will be separated from the 
exit by a metal railing, the two being 
independent and not the same as in the 
present building. 

Confederate Museum, 
The view platform is provided witha 


metal railing and a band platform 
raised above the center. The space be- 


low the platform ang on a level with 
the entrance will be set aside for a 
Confederate museum, 

The general system of construction 
is for a reinforced concrete building 
with a central tower. It will be ap- 
proximately two_stories in height. 

Old Engine Will Find Home. 

The new building for the cyclorama 
is planned to hold the old engine Texas, 
which is now very poorly housed in 
the eastern side of the park. It is 
being damaged by weather. The build- 
ing would also provide a space for 
Confederate records. 

The proposed swimming pool is 
planned to be one of the best in the 
country. In providing for this there 
will be left a drive way from Ormond 
street connecting directly with the 
pool to be used by both pedestrians 
and machines, 

An open rotunda is planned for the 
pool east of the Erskine fountain with

Larger Park Greenhouse. 

It is further planned to have an ex- 
tensive greenhouse in Grant park to 
raise flowers for the transplanting to 
other flower plots throughout the city. 
Already the department has es- 
tablished a number of these little 
garden spots to the great delight of 
the neighborhoods in which they have 
been located.

There are 
few companies that have not a vampire 
actress within their ranks and scarcely a 
week goes by that a big vampire picture is 
vot released. 


Valeska Suratt in “The Soul of 
Broadway” exhibits every art, trick 
and wile of vampires in real Kfe, a 
good thing for the world, Miss 
Bara says, because it spoils the real 
vampire’s game. 


The public has welcomed this particu- 
lar class of picture, because for genera- 
tions it has had the livliest curiosity re- 
garding beautiful women who are wicked 
in a brilliant and highly dramatic fashion. 
It has been educated to this interest by 
literature. The background of its read- 
ing has contained such fascinating crea- 
tures as Cleopatra, Helen of Troy, Mme. 
du Barry Salome and Lilith, not to speak 
of the scores of minor characters in fic- 
tion who have never risen to world-wide 
prominence, but who have impressed the 
reader, nevertheless. 


“Close-Ups” Show Off Her Arts. 


At present the scores of motion pictures 
which treat the vampire question make a 
distinct effort to frankly exhibit her stock 
in trade to the public. They can surpass 
literature. and the spoken drama in_ so 
doing because of the mechanism of their 
art—photography. The actual pictures 
_ tmade of the siren show her machinations 
Tap clearly and unmistakably that observers 
tueeting her counterpart In real life will 
better recognize her artfulness. 

Contrast the literary manner of treat- 
ing vampires with that of the movies! 
Plutarch, the greatest of ancient historians, 
deseribes Cleopatra’s system of luring 
Antony in these words: “Plato admitted 
four sorts of flattery, but she had a thou- 
sand. Were Antony serious or disposed to 
mirth, she had at a moment some new de- 
light or charm to meet his wishes; at every 
turn she was upon him and let him escape 
er neither by day nor night.” 

Now, in turn consider Geraldine Far- 
rar in “Carmen,” which she did for the 


screen. No generalizing and no stirring of 
the public’s tmagination by vague state- 
ments of the vampire’s power. The plc- 
tures show Carmen using the beckoning 
eye, the toss of the head, the flirtatious, 
daring smile. By the “close-up” of her 
face one may note just what attracts and 
what arts affect men. 

Pictures are merciless; they catch every 
detail and put {t down. After that there is 
no changing It. 


Sees Just How Vampire Works. 


To hear ua dangerous thing described 
is as a rule far more exciting than to see 
it, for the imagination of the listener fills 
in with details and thrilling sidelights left 
out by the narrator. But when the spec- 
tator sees the same theme in photographs 
the thing is there before him in its en- 
tirety. He sees at a glance just how the 
vampire leads her prey to destruction and

be recognizes the art of seduction as such. 
The vampire has always flourished because 
of ignorance regarding her art, for she is 
nothing more than an actress who _ imi- 
tates a woman consumed by love. So 
cleverly does she simulate the actions of 
& passion-dominated person whose natural 
resolution is overcome by the man’s at- 
tractions that she convinces the flattered 
masculine nature and draws her victim 
down. ) 

And it is by these vampire moving pic- 
tures that I insist a man can learn much 
of the siren’s wiles. The history of the 
vampire is one of superstition and her 
hold upon the imagination of men is largely 
one of ignorance. The first mention of the 
vampire in connection with woman is found 
in the ancient apocryphal versions of the 
Hebrew Bible. 

The vampire originally was regarded 
as a ghostly creature not at all in the 


‘orm of a human being that stole out at 
night to suck the blood of sick people. In 
time, however, this belief transferred itself 
to real life, and the woman who gained a 
man’s love and destroyed him in the eyes 
of his fellow men came to bear the 
odious name. The name grew in sizuifi- 
cance on account of tile prominence in 
history of siren women. Kingdoms were 
wrecked at her nod and politics not so 
many years ago in central Europe was too 
often dominated by her. 

The vampire is an easy part to play in 
a mediocre fashion—that is, it has many 
intensely dramatic situations and a wealth 
of emotion, but a-really convincing pres- 
entation of the vampire demands deep 
study and care. In playing this fascinat- 
ing but despicable character the actress 
must make her ability to charm men seem 
plausible; she must not be merely flirta- 
tious. Her creation must manifest mental

Vivid lesson-pictures such as. those

Every vampire in real life steals the 
affections of men partly because she de- 
sires their worship or their wealth and 
partly because she cannot help stealing.

Jones and Kipling painted and described. 
Far more likely is she to be the woman 
who gains amusement and a gratification 
of power-love\ out of conquering mascu- 
line hearts. It is sport for her. It en- 
tertains her and in the end it becomes her

The vampire in all probability cannot 
help what she does. She has in the first 
stages of the game of winning masculine 
love without genuine return been merely 
curious, but in the end she becomes ob- 
sessed with the play.

She must understand 
that the vampire is not a strange, peculiar 
person born to wickedness and predestined 
to a life of deceit, but that she is merely a 
woman who has surrendered to impulses 
which thousands of better women have 
felt and sternly stifled. 


I think that there are few clergymen 
who condemn the occurrence of these 
thoughts. Such ideas as those of illicit 
love are probably |nstinctive. It is only 


when they are harbored that they are 
wicked. Rooted out, they merely manifest 
strength and greater virtue. . 
Woman's nature unquestionably !s to 
use her physical charms to gain her 
wishes. Whether it is innate in her or 
whether the masculine attitude for cen- 
turies has produced it is for scientists to 
say, not me. For this reason all women are 
flirtatious, some in a mild, harmless way, 
others im more pronounced  viciousness. 
The good woman persuades her husband 
against his will with kisses and gentle 
arts of sympathy and affection. She ob- 
tains favor by graciousness and charm of 
manner. She knows she is sought and she 
appreciates the fact that men are pos- 
sessed as a rule of lower ideals. The

She may not be 
able to exert fascination over men to the 
extent of the Grecian heroine,/but she un- 
derstands the art just the same. It Is 
born in her. Sex attraction has been 
woman's only weapon for gaining her 
wishes for so long that girls today by iIn- 
stinct know their powers. 


Only a Beauty Could Lure. 

In playing this part the’ actress must, 
ef course, use every art to make herself 
beautiful, since a dowdy or homely woman 
in the play would make bc enchantment 
appear absurd, But the successful vam- 
pire actress will never appeal tu the sym- 
pathy of her public; she will make the dis- 
aster which follows such a profession ap- 
parent, for she must make the action true 
to life. The greatest players of vampire 
parts have déne this. Pauline Frederick, 
tertha Kalich, Valeska Surratt and Ger- 
aldine Farrar in “Carmen” have all un- 
masked the artificiality and criminality of 
the vampire, taking great care to drive 
home the point that beauty and Intellect 
are no arguments for pardon when the In- 
exorable punishment at length ‘finds her 
out. 

They tell me that I have played more 
vampire roles than any other screen 
actress, and I presume that this Is true, 
and while from some quarters have come 
censure of my devotion +o this role, I feel 
a certain amount of satisfaction in know- 
ing that my disclosures of the secrets and 
mysteries of the justly condemned woman 
will famillarize many innocent and igno- 
rant people with the truth of the vampire’s 
final misery and ruin.

RTIFICIAL. daylight has been 

discovered. Lighting has made 

its way, under the compulsion 

of the stern and propelling 

hand of the scientists, from the 

crude pine torch, through the improved 

grease and oil lamp and the perfected 

carbon and other metallic filament lamps 

to the light which is nothing less than a 
‘small sun in itself. 

The discovery, or rather the invention, 

is revolutionary. It took place at the re 


- markable laboratories which the Nation- 


al Lamp Works maintain at Nela Park, 
in East Cleveland. It is the result of a 
long series of experiments conducted by 
Dr. M. Luckiesh, the physicist of the lab- 
oratories, and it brings to homes, to fac- 
tories, to offices, in fact to every enclosed 
space where light is necessary, an illumi- 
nation which is different from the sun 
itself only in intensity. 


Like many important inventions, this 
one is comparatively simple in its work- 
ings. It consists of the modern Tungsten 
filament lamp covered with bluetinted 
giass. The most difficult part of the in- 
vention was the attainment of the exact 
shade of blue and it took many months 
to work it out. The light from the lamp 
fin passing through the bluetinted glass 
loses its excess of yellow and red rays 
and gains the necessary blue rays which 


it lacks. The result is a light which has | 


the exact quality of daylight. 

What the discovery means to dry goods 
stores, to printing establishments, and 
especially to art and to artists is prodig- 
fous. It gives a day of twenty-four hours 
to those who have to work in colors 
where before a brief day of but twelve 
hours at the most was allotted to them. 

Strangely enough, Dr. M. Luckiesh, the 
giziet and incorrigible scientist, takes the 


greatest amount of pleasure in his dis- 
covery in the fact that it can do such a 
vast amount for art. He is interested, 
naturally, in the lighting of homes and 
business places where colors are used 
with artificial daylight, but his chief de- 
light in his discovery is that for the first 
time in the history of the world it per- 
mits of the lighting of masterpieces of 
art as the artists who made them intend- 
ed that they should be lighted. 

“Admitting at the outset the artist’s 
superior knowledge of the importance of 
light, shade and color in his creations, it 
should be of interest to learn how the 
lighting specialist has studied these same 
factors in respect to the lighting of art,” 
he says. “As a rule art galleries are very 
badly lighted. Whether the artist realizes 
this or not I do not know, but I can state 
with conviction born with a knowledge 
of the possibilities in lighting that art is 
usually badly lighted. 


“The artist has often shown a hatred 
toward science, seemingly under the im- 
pression that art goes further than the 
mere scientific mixing and grouping of 
colors or shadows and produces effects 
beyond scientific explanation. This may 
be true to some extent, but not in the 
main. By no means do I believe that.art 
can be produced by rule of thumb, by 
scientific formulae or, in other words, 
that it can be man 

“But scientific explanations can be pre 
sented for many of the supposed myste- 
rious effects, and the lighting of a 
work of art can make or mar it. Incident- 
ally I hope the artist will look more kind- 


“The realm of painting seems to be an 
especially neglected field so far as light 


——_

ing is concerned. The artist himself has 
given little attention to lighting. I do not 
refer to the problem of lighting art gal- 
leries even though this is usually poorly 
done, but I refer to the individual paint- 
ing. 

“In the first place the artist cannot 
paint what he sees. Maybe he does not 
wish to do so, but he even cannot paint 
what he wishes, owing to a great initial 
handicap. Imagine a scene in nature. The 
brightest spot is perhaps 600 times light- 
er than the darkest area. On a plain can- 
vas the artist cannot produce more than 
forty times brighter than his darkest pig- 
ment. 

“At once he is handicapped and no 
kind of general lighting can reduce this 
handicap. A local lighting unit, however, 
can be of great assistance. By placing a 
local lighting unit in a proper position, so 
that the lightest part of the painting will 
receive much more light than the darkest, 
the range of contrast found in nature can 
be more nearly produced. 

“The mural painting often suffers from 
artificial lighting when it could often be 
much benefited. The artist of course has 
carefully considered its environment, that 
is, the lighting, the color of its surround- 
ings and its position. This no doubt was 
done in daylight, but the great difference 
between natural and artificial lighting is 
likely to be unsatisfactory. 

‘*To return to the specific painting, it Is 
interesting to consider the effect of the 
quality or color of the light. The paint- 
ing has perhaps been executed in day- 
light. All know the great difference exist- 
ing between the color values of illumi- 
nants. The artist has no doubt carefully 


‘harmonized his color scheme both as to 


colors and values. Pigments, however, 
owe their color largely to the light fall- 
ing upon them, therefore change consid- 
erably when lighted by an _ artificial 
means depending upon the flluminant. 
“Not-only do.the colors change in hue 


but relative values are very much upset. 
Experiments also show that by varying 
the quality or color value of the light, the 
painting can be made to express many 
moods. The artist attempts to express 
but one mood in a picture, therefore he 
needs the co-operation of the lighting 
artist in order properly to illuminate the 
work by artificial light. Red, green and 
blue lights, when properly controlled by 
means of dimmers, will produce many 
qualities of lights and an apparatus of 
this character should prove of inestimable 
value to the art student or artist. 


“Light is one of the most important 
factors in the scheme of creation. It is 
one of the great essentials to life and 
progress. The activities of primitive man 
were practically bounded by sunrise and 
sunset. We can imagine the growing de- 
sire for longer hours of activity which 
resulted in hig learning to make fire. By 
burning solid fuel he produced light as 
well as heat. Thus we can picture primi- 
tive man with his burning pine knot ex- 
ultant in his victory over nature. Man’s 
activities were no longer limited to day- 
light hours and progress really began. 

‘‘Many centuries of course elapsed be- 
fore the grease lamp and wax candle 
were introduced. Then the tallow candle 
entered and its use extended until the 
present time. 

“It was only a few years ago that science 
made any.effort to attack the problem of 
light production in an organized manner. 
The oil lamp was an early achievement. 
Then followed the development of gas 
jets and mantles, and later, reinforced 
by electrical development, science gave 
to the world the arc and incandescent 
lamps. 

“With an ever increasing momentum 
electric incandescent lamps were im- 
proved, new filament materials were dis- 
covered, and better manufacturing pro 
cesses were developed, with the result 
that in rapid succession came the carbon, 


metallized carbon, tantalum and tungsten 
filament lamps. 

‘Recently the incandescent bulb has 
been filled with a gas which has greatly 
increased the amount of light. Altogether 
in the course of a few years the efficiency 
of light production by incandescent fila- 
ments has increased from 6 watts per 
candle to .6 watt per candle. 

“As we look back at any of the early 
flluminants we might sincerely feel

“But each illuminant bas served its 
purpose if for no other reason than that 
it was an improvement—a victory. The 
pine knot served the primitive needs of 
our early ancestors. Their activities were 
limited. Few arts had been developed or 
even begun. A light source of the sim- 
plest kind freed those early beings from 
the shackles of night and to these primi- 
tive victory was complete. Today, how- 
ever, owing to our complex activities, there 
is a real need for good lighting. In many 
arts there is a demand for a complete sub. 
stitute for daylight, that is for artificial 
daylight. | 

“Daylight hours are insufficient for mod- 
ern manufacturing methods and in our 
congested, smoky cities massed with sky- 
scrapers even daylight hours are much 
shortened and in many cases are prac 
tically extinct. Thus our activities of to- 
day demand proper lighting and out of 
this demand has risen the lighting expert. 

“The beginning of the present century 
marks the advent of the art and science 
of illumination. Rapid strides have been 
made in the study and practice of light- 
ing. The prime object of scientific illum!- 
nation is conservation, that is, the saving 
of eyesight, time and materials.” 

The quality of light was one of the first 


problems that Dr. h and other 
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Arts and crafts involving the use of 
color have been standardized in daylight. 
Color vision has evolved under nature’s 
lighting, and as vision is exercised many 
hours a day in natural light the appear 
ance of colors under daylight illumination 
has become standard. In other words the 
color values of artificial illuminants are 
quite accidental but the quality of day- 
light is a part of the scheme of creation. 


Any, phase of daylight contains rays of 
all wave lengths or colors. Therefore a 
light source in order to be chosen for the 
purpose of producing artificial daylight 
must likewise have all the rays present. 

What Luckiesh and his helpers did was 
to proceed to eliminate the excess of yek 
low, orange and red rays by means of a 
properly colored glass which subdues 
these rays to the proper proportions. 

This was accomplished largely by the 
results of experiments made in the Nela 
research laboratories looking toward the 
development of a colored glass which 
when used with the latest and best incan- 
descent, lamp would give light of a day- 
light quality. Three classes of this glass 
ware have been developed. 

North skylight has been produced for 
the purpose of accurate color matching. It 
is not intended for general lighting but to 
designed for use over work tables where 
colors must be matched and mixed with 
accuracy. 

Light of an average noon sunlight quak 
ity is produced for general lighting it 
lithographing and other color printin 
plants. Light of this quality is produc 
with the new gas filled lamp in larga 
sizes at nearly the same efficiency as that 
at which the older types of lamp are 
operated. 

The third kind of daylight produced ig 
that which corresponds to afternoon sun 
light. This light is of a better qualit, 
than that of any unaltered light source 
The colored glass is mixed or cased with 
white. opal.glass for decorative purposeg,
